Mr. Aoatol« S. MasloTi an old Emigre in his late forties aod a 
Frezioh oltlsen, was la Mosoew as aa laterpreter fOY the firm of 
Alithea (eleotrlo looomotlTes) at the Preaoh Expos ttloa from 
AagiUit 14 to Septemher 20, I first met UasloT about fire ^ears 
ago when he tried out for a speaker positloa with the Badlo aad 
hada't seea him siaoe that time* He oontaeted me oa Ootoher 22 
aad we speat the better part of the worklag day together.

miads of the Sorlet oltlseas Is throu^ broadoastlag. 

He likewise meatlozied that he had ether eoarersatioas with 
Sorlet eltizeas who emphasised two pelatsi

Aad la the light of what we kaow of the difficulty of approaohlag 
Sorlet officialdom) his aooeumts of some of his meetlags iaspiz^ 
a eortaia skeptlolsm. But thoa oae nerer knows... 

Maslow olalms to hare met aad talked with, among others, Patrlaroh 
Aleksei aad Furtsera. 

Patrlaroh Aleksei ho aot at the eoBslusioa of the aoralag serrioo 
la lokhorsky Sober, appareatly at the request of the former. 
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He quoted Aleksei as hayiniT said something to the offset that 
the oritiolsm in the West of the Moseow Patrlarohate eas unjusti- 
fied and that it failed to eonslder the diffioult eonditions under 
whloh the Patrlarohate had to funetion in order to surrlTe* 

The oireumstanoee under whloh he met Furtsera were the following* 
Arriving one erening at the Mosoow Art Theatre and unable to be 
seated beoause the performanoe had already begunt he asked to be 
reeelTed by the Bireetor and his request was granted* He intro- 
duoed himself as an aotor with the Russian theatre la Paris » said 
that he quite understood the regulations and was not asking for any 
speeial fators but wanted to take adrantage of the iaterwal before 
the seeond aot began to meet with him* They had a Tory oordlal 
oonrersatioa during which HasloT told him something about the 
Russian theatre in Paris* The Blx^otor asked to see his tleket 
(in the 8th or 10th row of the orohostra) and then prooeeded to 
esoort him to the Bireotor's loge* After the performanoe » the 
Bireetor again inrited him into his offloe where a table was laid 
with sakuski* 

A few days later » Kossygln (the son of A* N* Kossygin* First Beputy 
Chairman of the Council of Ministers) and one of Furtsera' s secre- 
taries (Zrerer, son of the Minister of Flnanoot is also one of her 
seoreta^es) f eame to the Frenoh Sxposltion and told Masler that 
Furtsera (who is popularly referred to as "Catherine the Thlr^ 
would like to see him* And MasloT saw Furtsera on that same day* 


Furtsera had learned of Maslor as a result of his meeting with the 
Bireetor of MghAT* After haring enquired about Masler's life in 
the Westf she then asked him whether he had erer glren any thoiight 
to returning to the S*W*} and if the idea wauB appealing to him, then 
the Soriet gorernment would be happy to dmtraiir all expenses in bring- 
ing him and his family to the S.W*| and that naturally he could ex- 
peet to reeeire gainful employment oommensurate with his abilities 
and quallfieations* She added that another of her secretaries, 
Comrade 2yk (a Jew, by the way), would be the person he should 
eontaet if he were interested in such a prospect* Maslor thanked 
her for her Interest and said that he would think the matter orer 
(he felt that a brusque and categorical refusal would aot hare 
been too adrisable, under the oircumstanoes) * 

Maslor also met quite by accident (at the Soretskaya gostinltsa, 
formerly the restaurant far) the daughter of Eaganoritoh, a girl 
la her mid-thirties* While he and his lady eompanien ware seated 
at a table, a eouple came orer and asked whether they oeuld share 
their table* It was she who later in the course of the erenlng 
rolunteered the Information that she was Eaganorioh's daugiter. 

He did not engage in any political talk nor did she speak about 
her father* She is unmarried and apparently does not wozk*
